PROSPECTS GOOD. 


Large Section of President's 
Message Will Be Devoted 
to Exhaustive Treat- 
ment of Subject.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Gpecial. ]}— 
Immediately after the opening of the next 
session of congress a systematic attempt is 
to be made to.secure some satisfactory anti- 
trust legislation. The effort is to be made 
almost entirely along the lines outlined by 
Attorney General Knox in his now celebrat- 
ed Pittsburg speech. 

Since that speech was delivered there has 
been a growing belief among republican 
leaders that the object aimed at by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the country generally 
can be reached with little difficulty by means 
of a series of amendments to existing law. 
The president and the attorney general can- 
not, of course, initiate any legislation at all, 
but they can recommend genera! principles. 

Quite a large section of the president’s an- 
nual message to congress will be devoted to 
the trust question. His treatment of the 
subject, while not at all sensational, is en- 
tirely exhaustive. This section of the mes- 
sage has already been submitted to Senator 
Spooner and several other republican lead- 


support of all of them, and in view of this 

steps are already being taken to carry 

— recommendations ot the president into 
ect. 

Senator Cullom of Illinois, who is the au- 
thor of the interstate commerce law, and 
who was for years the chairman of the com- 
mittee having that subject in charge, made 
an extensive study years ago of the power 
of the federal government over interstate 
corporations.. He is now engaged in compil- 
ing all of the bilis offered in congress for 
yeats back along the line of attempted reg- 
ulation of the trusts. The most important 
features of these different measures will be 
extracted and then woven together into a 
general omnibus bill in the nature of an 
amendment to the existing anti-trust law. 
Senator Cullom's relations with the admin- 
istration are such that his work manifestly 
has the approval of the highest authority. 

Side by side with the various bilis offered 
in congress there will be collected a com- 
plete digest of the decisions of the higher 


court bearing in whole or in part upon the 


Sherman anti-trust law. Such a work has 
never before been attempted, and it is be- 
lieved when all these decisions are put to- 
gether they will show in a striking manner 
that existing laws, if properly enforced and 
intelligently amended, can be depended upon 
to secure all the regulation needed to keep 
the trusts within bounds. 
| 

When I called upon him J found Senator 
Cullom extremely enthusiastic as to the 
prospect of securing immediate legislation 
on the trust question. He even believes that 
something can be done at the short session 
of congress, and in any event he will have his 
proposed amendments in shape for submis- 
sion to the senate at the opening of the 
session. 

T believe we can accomplish everything 
that is demanded by the people,’’ said the 
senator, by means of carefully considered 
amendments to the Sherman anti-trust law. 
If you will take down your copy of the 
United States statutes, and turn to what is 
known as the Sherman anti-trust law, you 
will be astonished to find how strong it is 
already. In fact, I am inclined to believe 
that if it is enforced rigidly it will cure most 
of the evils which are now soapparent. The 
law provides severe penalties in the way of 
fines and imprisonment for violations of its 
provisions. It is claimed by some people 
that evidence cannot be secured to convict 
members of the illegal combination. 

Evidence is needed to execute any law, 
and I am not convinced that any serious at- 
tempt has been made to prosecute any such 
combinations. As far as we have proceeded 
with our collation of court decisions it is 
pretty clearly established that the general 
principles of the anti-trust law as it now ap- 
pears on the statute books are entirely con- 
stitutional and have been almost invariably 
sustained by the United States Supreme 
court. It is evident, therefore, that we have 
the foundation already laid, and it only re- 
mains for us to bulid upon it. 

A constitutional amendment could not be 
secured for years, and, even when it is 
adopted, it will only be authority for con- 
gress to legislate. It seems, therefore, that 
the wisest thing for us to do now is to take 
the Sherman law at its face value, improve it 
where we can, and then go after the trusts in 
the same way in which we should prosecute 
any other illegal conspiracy. 

J hope to be able to submit my amend- 
ments to the Sherman law at the opening of 
the session, and I see no reason why the sen- 
ate cannot pass them before the holiday re- 
cess. That may seem quick work, but the 
more the subject is studied the more simple 
does the course of procedure appear to be.“ 
The attorney general, the highest law officer 
of the government, and a lawyer whose opin- 
ion is worth following, has publicly expressed 
the view that the Sherman law, with certain 
needed amendments, can be successfully 
used to curb the operations of illegal com- 
binations. 

“I am willing to accept this opinion as 
binding upon congress, and, therefore, I think 
the senate ought to pass these amendments 
before going home for the holidays. It would 
be the best Christmas present congress could 
grant to the people.“ :

BRITISH COLONIAL SECRETARY IS 
HONORED BY HOME CITY. 


Citizens of Birmingham Give Cabinet 
Minister a Notable Demonstration 
on the Eve of His Departure for 

south Africa on a National Mission 

Through Two and a Halt 
Miles of Streets Lined with Cheer- 
ing People.

‘BIRMINGHAM, Eng.; Nov. 18, 8 a. m.— 


Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colontes, who is about to start for south 
Africa on a national mission, was the guest 
of the city last evening. | 

The ceremonious feature of the occasion 
was a banquet at the city hall, at which the 
lord mayor §resided. But the real demon- 
stration came after the dinner, when Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Chamberlain returned to their 
home in a carriage driven through two and 
one-half miles of streets lined with cheering 
people. The city was illuminated, a pro- 
cession of 4,000 torchbearers followed his 
carriage, and the sky was filled with an elab- 
orate display of fireworks. 

Crowds Around Town Hall 

There was a great crowé outside the town 
hall long before 7 o'clock, the hour appoint- 
ed for the arrival of Mr. Chamberlain. The 
main entrance of the hall was decorated and 
illuminated. | 

Once inside affairs were altogether dif- 
ferent. The Birmingham Crimean veterans 
were marshaled in the hall and saluted the 
colonial secretary. All the members of the 
house of commons representing Birmingham 
were present. 

The scene was a most brilliant one. Every 
seat was occupied and the galleries were 
packed. The appearance of the Chamber- 
lains, who were accompanied by the lord 
mayor and lady mayoress, was the signal 
for a terrific outburst of cheering. 


Welcomed by a Song. 

Mr. C. E. Matthews praposed the health of 
Mr. Chamberlain and the whole party joined 
in singing. For He's a Jolly Good Fellow.“ 
Mr. Chamberlain in a voice full of emotion 
said that this was a family gathering. He 
had never responded to so difficult a toast. 
He paid a tender, affectionate tribute to his 
wife, whose name was mentioned in the 
toast. She had, he said, sistaine’: him by 
her courage and cheered him with her sym- 
pathy. He found in her his best and truest 
counselor. 

Referring to his reception, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said he did not believe a single person 
there wished him ill. He occasionally read 
in the newspapers that he was the best hated 
man of his time, but he had read a similar 
opinion expressed about Wellington, Peat, 
Palmerston, and Gladstone. 


Reference to Roosevelt. 

Those who, like himself and like a great 
man, President Roosevelt, believed in a 
strenuous life and in fighting as well as 
one knew how for the faith that was in one, 
must be prepared to provoke antagonisms, 
but these passed away, and he could truly 
say that during what might be called, Per- 
haps, a fighting career he had never cher- 
ished personal animosity to any man, and 
he had always known how to separate public 
policy from private character.

Thousands Cheer in Streets. 

The demonstration that followed Mr. Cham- 
berlaln's speech was probably the most strik- 
ing and most picturesque spectacle ever seen 
in the midland counties. A wide space had 
been kept outside the town hall by artillery- 
men, yeomanry, and a naval detachment. 

As Mr. Chamberlain appeared 4,000 torches 
were lighted simultaneously, a band began 
playing “Auld Lang Syne,” and red fire 
was ignited, illuminating the faces of many 


thousands of enthustasts. 
The streets behind the torchbearers were 


packed with humanity, and windows, bal- 
conies, and roofs in the neighborhood of the 
hail were filled with people. 


_ The carriage contaihing the Chamberlain 
party movéd slowly away from the hall, 
headed by a procession of torchbearers a 
quarter of a mile long. Denser crowds than 
Birmingham ever saw before thronged the 
two and a half miles of the route from the 
hall to Mr. Chamberlain's residence, 

At various points the carriage was stopped 
and Mr. Chamberlain, rising bareheaded, as- 
sisted his wife to her feet, and they stood 
bowing. The spectacle of the husband hoid- 
ing his wife's hand and compelling her to 
share in his triumph struck an emotional 
chord in the hearts of the people, who re- 
doubled their cheering.

WOMAN KILLED BY BEAUTY 
CURE: JURY BLAMES MAKER. 


Dr. Rosetta Etzler of Peoria, Who Com- 
pounded Preparation That Took Life, 
to Be Held Pending Action by Court.

Mrs. Hart was the wife of a workingman of 
Pekin, and last week Mrs. Etzler is alleged 
to have been canvassing in Pekin for orders 


‘for her medicine. She succeeded in selling 
Mrs. Hart a bottle of her beauty cure. Mrs. 
Hart drank the medicine, and a few hours 


afterwards physicians were called and found 


ner in a precarious condition. She showed 


symptoms of poisoning. They worked with 
her, but to no avail, ahd about ten hours after 
she died. 

At this time nothing was thought of the 
beauty cure, and her death was attributed 
to suicide. The funeral was to have been 
held this morning, and, just before the hearse 
left the house with the body for the cemetery, 
Coroner Holmes of Delavan arrived and 
stopped the services. A jury was summoned 


and the inquest was held. 
Mrs. Etzler was seen this afternoon in her 


office in the old library building, but ab- 
solutely refused to discuss the death of Mrs. 
Hart. She was told of the action of the 
Tazewell county coroner's inquest, but did 
not show any alarm. The beauty medicine 
is composed largely of arsenic, and unless 
taken precisely as prescribed it is deadly 
poison.

KILLED BY A CONSTABLE. 


FLEEING MAN SHOT IN SHADOW 
OF POLICE STATION. 


Victim, Casimir Povalovski, Had Been 
“Kidnaped”’ from indiana by His 
Captor, Stanley Swierez, and Made 
Fatal Dash for Liberty at Forty- 
eighth and Halsted Streets—Slayer 

Is Locked Up by Capt. Revere, Who 
Saw the Affray. 1 


In the shadow of the Stockyards police sta 
tion, and within twenty feet of where Capt, 
John Revere and Lieut. John Downey were 
standing, Constable Stanley Swiercz infilct- 
ed a fatal wound on Casimir Povalovski last 
night. Swieres was escorting Povalovski to 
the police station for safe keeping, when 
the prisoner broke away and attempted to 
escape. Only one shot was fired, and that 
without a command to halt. 

The shooting occurred at 6:30 o'clock. 
Capt. Revere, Lieut. Downey, and a couple 
of friends had started across Forty-eighth 
street to get supper. They did not notice 
three men coming toward them until one, 
Povalovski, dropped back suddenly ‘and 
began to run. The constable shouted, “ Hey! 
Hey!“ as he started in pursuit, but the 
fieeing man paid no attention. Then, before 
the policemen knew what was happening, 
Swiercz drew his revolver and fired. The 
fugitive pitched forward, and when the police 
arrived the constable was bending over the 
man’s body. 


Arrested by Victim’s Side. 
My God, have I killed him?” he said. “I 
didn't mean to do that.“ 

Who are you?” asked Capt. Revere. 

“I'm a constable,”’ responded Swiercsz. 
“and this man was my prisoner. I was 
bringing him to the station to leave him in 
your charge overnight.” 

The wounded man wae carried into the sta- 
tion, where an examination of his wound was 
made. It was discovered that the bullet had 
entered the left side of his head just back 
of the ear, and, ranging upwards, apparently 
had lodged in the brain. He wastaken to the 
Englewood Unioh hospital, where he died 
a few minutes later. Then his body was 
transferred to Kinney’s undertaking rooms, 
5438 South Halsted street, where the inquest 
will be held today. 


Accused of Kidnaping Also. 

Constable Swiercz and Tony Bartkowick, 
4418 Wood street, were locked up at the sta- 
tion under orders of Capt. Revere. Swiercz 
was held as the man who fired the shot which 
resulted in death and Bartkowick for aiding 
the constable in kidnaping his prisoner from 
Indiana. | 

Casimir Povalovski and his brother, Louis, 


4424 Wood street, were arrested Oct. 13 on the 


charge of disorderly conduct and larceny, 
complaint being lodged against them 


by their brother-in-law, John Sawitnksl, a 


‘saloonkeeper at 4837 Hermitage avenue. They 
obtained several continuances and secured 


their liberty on bonds. 
Start on Fatal Trip. 

When their case was called before Justice 
Fitzgerald last week both men were missing 
and Bartkowick was called on to produce 
them. He heard they were in Whiting, Ind., 
and so notified Constable Swiercz. Accom- 
panied by the constable Bartkowick went to 


Whiting yesterday morning. They found 


Povalovski in a saloon and pointed him out 
to a local officer, who arrested the man, 
escorted him across the Indtana line, and 
turn him over to the Chicago constable. 

The shooting attracted a crowd, although 
it was done so quickly and the wounded man 
was carried into the station so promptly that 


all traces of the Incident had disappeared 


when the people who had heard the shot 
reached the police station. While waiting 
for an ambulance and physicians Swiercz 
was walking backward and forward in the 
squadroom of the police station, bewalling 
the incident which had resulted in his killing 


a man. | 
Prisoner Tells His Story. 

“I did not realize what I was doing.“ he 
said. “ When Povalovski started to run and 
I took after him I drew my gun and fired be- 
fore I knew it. I had arrested him for jump- 


Ing his bond when he was released on the 


charge of larceny. He tried to get away so 
quickly that he took me by surprise. I did 
not know what had happened until I saw him 
jiying in the police station and was told he 
would die. I feel I will go crazy over this 
calamity.” | 

Swiercz really seemed to feel his position.

Convention at New Orleans 
Names a Committee to In- 
vestigate the Charges.

New Orleans, La., Nov. 17.—[Special.]— 
Charges of infidelity to the principles of 
unionism were preferred in a sensational 
manner against President Samuel Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor at this 
morning’s session of its convention. They 
are the outcome of the great steel strike of 
last year, and are sponsored by President I. 
J. Shaffer of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel, and Tin Workers, who fought 
and lost their battle last year under Shaffer's 
generalship. 


Beginning of a Labor War. 

The presentation of the charges mark the 
beginning of a struggle for supremacy be- 
tween Gompers and Shaffer and the war will 
be fought to a finish on the floor of the con- 
vention. 

Wild confusion followed the introduction 
of the charges, which was unexpected, and 
shortly afterward the convention adjourned 
for the day. Protests against their consider- 
ation could be heard above the din that fol- 
lowed their reading, for but few of those 
present understood the meaning and the 
animus back of them. Once understood, all 
epposition ceased, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to consider them. 


Charges Plain and Direct. 

Shaffer's charges aver that President 
Gompers deliberately and willfully refused to 
aid the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel, and Tin Workers in their fight against 
the United States Steecompany.. They fur- 
ther aver that he held back,the financial and 
moral support of the American Federation 
of Labor and tried to force upon it an agree- 
ment with the trust that would have been fa- 
tal te its existence. 

President Shaffer had no desire to bring up 
the matter, although he has voiced it in cir- 
culars and in the press. So emphatic have 
his statements been and so injurious to 
President Gompers have they become that 
it was decided at a secret caucus,of which 
Shaffer was ignorant, to bring them before 
the convention. 


5 Shaffer Is Surprised. 
Shaffer was dumfounded when he heard 


the resolution read, and by a member of his 


own organization, P. J. Sheridan of Pitts- 
burg, Pa. He has no evidence here to sup- 
port his claims, yet he courageously took 
the floor and informed the delegates that 
he was willing to go before the convention 
or a committee and prove his case. a 

Gompers knew of the scheme, and he, too, 
signified his willingness of sifting the mat- 
ter to the bottom and settling it once for all. 
He has been prepared to fight the matter 
out for several months, and friends of Shaf- 
fer claim he has been waiting for an oppor- 
tunity such as that of yesterday, when his 
opponent was ignorant of the impendi 

Dach Has Many Supporters. 

Both men.will appear before the committee 
and when its report is handed to the conven- 
tion both will take the floor. There has long 
been a feud between the two and each has 
many supporters.

Knew It Was Coming. 

The convention had just settled down to 
routine business when the matter came up.

Sheridan, a member of the steel workers and 
an open opponent of Shaffer, asked for the 
floor President Gompers granted his request 
and called Delegate W. B. Wilson of the 
miners to the chair. :

Reading the Resolution. 

„Read it first, shouted Delegate Agard 
of the resolutions committee, and Sheridan 
began: 

*‘ Whereas, President T. J. Shaffer of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, at the last convention of that 
organization, held in Wheeling, W. Va., 
made charges against President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor which 
impeach his fidelity to the principles of union- 
ism; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this convention appoilrit 
a committee to investigate said charges and 
report the findings to the convention in order 
that the truth may be known.’ . 


Then the Storm Breaks. 


Not a sound broke the stillness that fell 
over the convention, while Sheridan, in a 
slow and quiet tone, read the document. The 
delegates looked at each other in amazement. 
Shaffer half rose from his chair, his face 
white and his eyes blinking nervously. Gom- 
pers smiled and looked on in evident enjoy- 
ment. 

When Sheridan finished reading the storm 
broke. Delegates jumped to their feet yell- 
ing and jeering. Some demanded that the 
resolution be withdrawn, others that they be 
laid on the table. Many crowded toward the 
front of the hall. and some. as they neared 
Shaffer, became threatening in their manner. 
He coolly watched the turmoil and then rose 
to his feet. | 

Shaffer Demands a Hearing.

Gompers Ready for Trial, 

As soon as Shaffer announced his intention 
of making the fight, President Gompers took 
the floor.

“what course is pursued, my only request 
being that this resolution be acted upon 
promptly. Its contents will immediately be 
spread broadcast throughout the country. 
I would like the reply of the committee that 
is to investigate to follow as closely as pos- 
sible in the wake of the charges. I don’t want 
this matter to drag.” 


Committee Is Appointed. 

A committee was then appointed. Two of 
its members were selected by President Gon- 
pers, two by President Shaffer, and the four 
chose the fifth man. 

The committee is as follows: For President 
Gompers, J. A. Moffitt, hatters’ union, from 
Philadelphia, and E. A. Agard, glass blower 
from Cleveland, O. For Mr. Shaffer, W. H. 
Haskins, a miner from Columbus, O., and J. 
W. Slayton, a carpenter from New Castie, 
Pa.

President Gompers has answered President, 
Shaffer. He did this in a circular letter. 
There is but one copy of it here, and Presi- 
dent Gompers has tried to keep it from get- 
ting out. In it he answers President Shaffer 
extensively. 
„Mr. Shaffer says he especially relied on 
the American Federation of Labor,’’ reads 
the circular, for financial assistance. I as- 
sert thet he never asked for any. No re- 
quest, written, telegraphic, or verbal, was 
ever received from him or his organization. 
Yet I venture to say that nearly every dol- 
lar of financial assistance he received came 
from affiliated bodies of. the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

Hs version of the Morgan interview is 
absolutely falee. That interview was ar- 
ranged by Ralph M. Easley, and it was due 


than that, Mr. Shaffer is wrong in regard to 
the miners, for Mr. Mitchell never ordered 
them out. 


What Shaffer Wanted. 

What Mr. Shaffer really wanted and did 
not get was this: He asked that a meeting 
of the executive officers of every national 
and international union of the country be 
called for the purpose of considering ways 
and means to help the steel strike. That 
I would not do. I felt confident that the 
committee ought not, and would not, break 
contracts or agreements with their employers 
throughout the country. Hence there would 
not and ought not be a widespread sympa- 
thetic strike.“ 


Little Other Work Done. 

The dispute overshadowed all other fea- 
tures of yesterday. The committees heard the 
evidence in the tailors’ disputes, but reached 
no decision. The Chicago teamsters went be- 
fore a committee of the conventionand made 
a favorable impression. 

Herman Lillon applied for a charter for 
the hodcarriers of Chicago and received a 
hearing. 

Some of these troubles will be aired tomor- 
row on the floor, and a long and bitter session 
is expected. Many resolutions will be acted 
upon, but it is not known which they will be. 


DETECTIVES CATCH SEVEN 
_ SUSPECTED BANK ROBBERS. 


Four of Them Believed to Be Wanted in 
Greenwood, Wis., and Others Proba- 
bly Will Be Sent to Winooka, III. 


In a raid on a saloon at St. Clair and Mich- 
igan streets yesterday, detectives captured 
seven men suspected of various recent bank 
robberies. Four days earlier the five men 
were arrested who are charged with robbing 
the bank at Gardner, III. One of the five had 
been a bartender in Thomas Kerwin's saloon, 
where yesterday's raid was made. 

The seven new prisoners were taken to the 
Central station, where they gave their names 
as Thomas Doyle, Thomas Yale, Frank Rich- 
ardson, William Powers, Paul Sherman, 
William Springer, and George Hastings. 
The police say that Doyle, Yale, Richardson, 
and Powers answer the description of four 
men who robbed a bankin Greenwood, Clark 
county, Wis., the night of Nov. 4, securing 
$7,000. The Clark county sheriff was notified 
of the arrests and he replied that he would 
start at once for Chicago to secure the 
prisoners. 

Sherman, Springer, and Hastings probably 
will be sent to Winooka, III., to see if they 
could be identified as members of the gang 
which robbed a bank there of $10,000 in May. 

The arrests were made by Detectives Lar- 
kins, Buggie, Farley, and Duffy of the Cen- 
tral station and four detectives connected 
with a private agency.

Founder of the Salvation Army Given 
an Enthusiastic Reception—Repre- 
sentatives of the Law and Ministry 
Oceupy Seats on the Stage—Speaker 
Details the Growth of His Organ- 
ization During the Thirty-seven 
Years of Its Existence. — 


Before an audience that filled the Audl- 
torium up to the last gallery, Gen. William 
Booth last evening conducted the one great 
public meeting of his stay in Chicago, in 
which he spoke of The Past, Present, and 
Future of the Salvation Army. 

It was a representative audience that gath- 
ered to hear the great leader of the Salvation 
movement, and to honor the venerable man 
who stood before them, a veteran of a life 
of service for humanity. Here and there 
through the house could be seen many a red 
waist and familiar bonnet of the Salvation 
lassie "’ who came in from her work to hea: 
the general and listen to his words of en- 
couragement for the future and his story of 
the work already accomplished. 


On the stage were many of Chicago's lead- 
ing citizens. Around Gen. Booth and Ferdi- 
nand W. Peck, the chairman of the meeting, 
were Judge H. V. Freeman, Judge P. 8. 
Grosscup, Adolph Moses, John N. Thompson, 
C. Wilbur Messer, Luther Laflin Mills, the 
Rev. W. Douglas MacKenzie, the Rev. G. 
Campbell Morgan, the noted London 
preacher, and others, The stage was filled 
with nearly 300 Salvation army men and 
women. 

After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Morgan, Mr. 
Peck introduced Gen. Booth, who was greet- 
ed with applause long and enthusiastic. He 
thanked the people for their warm reception 
and said he hoped their applause was for 
the work which he represented rather than 


for himself. 


Plaudits for Salvation Army. 

It your plaudits Are for the work of the 
Salvation army,” he said, they are well 
deserved. The Salvation Army is a body of 
men and women combined for the simple help 
of men, for the redemption and deliverance of 
people outside of the church's teachings. It 
is not a religious or philanthropic associa- 
tion. It is the outcome of simple and dogged 
determination to help the fallen sons and 
daughters of the race, 

When I was converted years ago I felt 
there must be something more to my new life 
than mere forgiveness of sins and salvation 
for myself. I felt that I ought to do some 
work for God. What to do, I did not know, 
But when in east London I saw a million peo- 
ple who never had been reached by the 
‘church I resolved that there was my work. 
And out of this desire to help these people 
came the Salvation army. | 

It has been a difficult work. Eleven years 
I worked to get it well started in London, but 
today, at the end of thirty-seven years, we 
have spread into all the countries of the 
world Why, I sometimes tell my geograph- 
ical friends that if they don’t watch out we 
will be first to get to the north pole. 

„What is the mission of the Salvation 
army? It is, in the words of lan Maclaren, 
to ‘make religion where there was none be- 
fore.” That is what we have done and what 
we do. We do not poach on others’ preserves. 
We reach men and women that the churches 
do not touch. Ours is the old fashioned 
religion. Sin and salvation—we preach these 
truths as we find them in the word of God. 


Flag in Forty-nine Countries. 
Our flag today is flying in forty-nine 
countries. Our work is done in thirty-one 
languages. We have not less than 7,405 sep- 
arate societies. We publish sixty-one period- 
icals, including. twenty-seven newspapers 
in twentyrseven tongues. The Salvation 
army is ‘going to live. It is going to grow 
stronger and stronger. It is to increase in 
love to God and men. What part are you

ERT REMINGTON. 


Evidence Is Promised to Show That 
‘Supposed Suicide at Newport Last 
August Was Not Seff-Killing—Lack 
of Powder Marks and Fact That 
Either of Two Bullet Wounds Might 
Prove Fatal Are Quoted—Authori- 


tles Deny These Claims, 


New York, Nov. 17.—[{Special.]—Did Rob- 
ert Remington, who was found dead in a 
clubhouse at Newport, commit suicide as 
then supposed, or was he murdered? This 
is the question which was started today by 
the publication of a story that Remington’s 
brother, Edward P., had declared he had 
proof of the murder of Robert. 

A mysterious search of the dead man’s 
rooms by some unknown, the fact that no 
powder marks were found on the face, and 
the discovery that either of two bullet 
wounds would have made it impossible to 
fire the other are the points given in ex- 
plaining the murder theory. 


Newport Police Say Suicide. 


The authorities of Newport deny there isa 
possibility of murder in the case. 

Dr. Weddigen, a specialist in bacteriologist 
and microscopic work, who was one of the 
physicians who conducted the autopsy, made 
a statement at Williamsport, Pa. He said: 

„ will say that from the facts that were 
developed at the autopsy, it is simply im- 
possible that Mr. Remington committed sui- 
cide. We base this belief on several facts. 
In the discharge of a thirty-two caliber re- 
volver the powder will imbed itself in an 
object twelve feet away. 
at that distance. The autopsy developed the 
fact that there was no powder in the dead 
man’s face. 

Either one of the wounds in the mouth or 
temple was such that had Remington fired 
one he would have been unable to fire the 
revolver a second time.“ 


Another Doctor Calls It Murder. 


Dr. H. G. McCormick, one of the physi- 
cians who conducted the autopsy, gave out 
the following as a signed statement at Will- 
lamsport tonight: 

“The wounds as found at the post-mortem 
cannot be reconciled with the theory of 
suicide.”’ 

A dispatch from Newport says the police 
there say that they were unable to find evi- 
dence of anything but self-inflicted death. 
The members of the club at Newport who 
were in the building at the time and the em- 
ployés say that they are positive that no 
one but Remington went to the upper floor 
of the clubhouse. Dr. Henry Ecroyd, the 
medical examiner, made an examination of 
the body, and he was assisted by Surgeon 
Paul Fitzsimons of the United States navy 
and Dr. Henry J. Knapp of Newport, and all 
agreed that the wounds in Remington's head 
were self-inflicted and that death was caused 
by one of the wounds.

WITHIN AN HOUR OF CITY. 
James B Hoy 
Chancellor Into the Case 

das a Conspirator. 


Capt. Edward Williams will return to Chi- 
cago in time to testify against James H. 
Gormley of Bullard & Gormley, who is on 
trial in Judge Horton's court on the charge 
of conspiring to defraud the county of the 
Masonic temple taxes. He is scheduled to 
arrive in the city today, but certain con- 
tingencies may arise necessitating a change 
in his plans, and delaying the time of his ar- 
rival until all other witnesses for the state 
have testifed. It will be time enough then 
for State’s Attorney Deneen to throw the 
bomb which he has been trying to conceal 
for days. 

Williams was within an hour's ride of the 
city last night, according to one of his friends 
who has been acting as his representative 
in negotiations with Mr. Deneen for more 
than a week He has been anxious to re- 
turn and take the punishment meted out to 
him by the jury which found him guilty of 
the same crime charged against Gormley, 
but the fear that other charges would be 
pushed against him has kept him in se- 
clusion, | 

To Make Clean Breast of It. 

Negotiations with the state’s attorney are 
said to have advanced to a point where Wilil- 
jams could hesitate no longer. Without re- 
ceiving any pledge that he would escape ad- 
ditional punishment Williams was convinced 
by his friend that he cold afford to take 
his chances, and that he owed it to his bonds- 
men, laying all other considerations aside, 
to make a clean breast of his connection with 
the Masonic temple tax scandal. 

Although the trial of Gormley cannot be 
said to be more than fairly under way, the 
testimony that has been given would indi- 
cate that the state stands greatly id need 
of Williams as a witness. The references 
to Gormley have been of a vague character 
and scareély calculated to make an impres- 
sion upon the jury. 

There are other important details of the 
conspiracy known only to Williams and 
Wheeler, tt is said, which, if revealed on the 
witness stand, will involve many other per- 
sons than Gormley. It was reported yester- 
day that several clerks in the county treas- 
urer’s office, whose reputations have escaped 
attack thus far, would be severely troubled 
should Williams go on the stand. They are 
said to have shared in the division of the 
$20,000 with which the taxes of the Masonic 
temple were to be paid. . 

William C. Asay, who acted as legal ad- 
viser to Williams when the tax fixing con- 
spiracy was first exposed, returned to the 
city, denying that he had been in Louisville, 
Ky., to see Williams or that he had been in 
direct communication with the fugitive. He 
said, however, that he had learned indirectly 
that Williams was about ready to come back 
to Chicago. 

_ Drags Chancellor Into It. 

James B. Hoy, one of the coconspirators 
ramed in the indictment with Gormley, was 
the only witness for the state yesterday who 
gave any ‘evidence affecting the defendant. 
During his cross examinatiom by Attorney 
Wing he supplied the sensation of the day, 
however, by including Justus Chancellor of 
Thornton & Chancellor in the list of con- 
Fpirators. Thornton & Chancellor were the 
attorneys for the Masonic Fraternity Tem- 
ple association. 


after Hoy had stated that he and Wheeler 
were to get $13,000 in exchange for the bogus 
tax receipt for 528,770. 
Wheeler. myself, Chancellor of Thornton 
& Chancellor, Gormley, and Wiliams,” re- 
plied Hoy. _. 
What was your share in the deal?“ 
was after half of the $13,000.” 
How much did you get, as a matter of

“Did Wheeler get the 813,000? Mr. Wing

Says He Deceived Wheeler. 


Hoy admitted that he deceived Wheeler into 
the belief that they could defraud the county 
of the Masonic temple taxes by making a 
talse entry on the county treasurer's books. 

“It was my suggestion that somebody be 
induced to make a false entry.“ said Hoy. 
I didn’t believe it could go through when 
the clerks made up the error and abatement 
ust, but I made the suggestion just the same. 
I was deceiving Wheeier, and he was to de- 
ceive the others in the scheme. 

Wheeler told me he had induced Peter 
Storm to make the entry of ‘ paid’ in the 
books. He said he agreed to make the entry 
for $300 and because the money was not paid 
at once he had erased the writing. When 
he got his money he.made the entry of paid 
again where the erasure had been made. 


Mallon Implicates Capt. Williams. 

E. G. Mallon, former cashier and book- 
keeper of the Temple association, explained 
to the jury how he had drawn a check for 
$20,000 and discounted a note for $8,000 at 
Capt. Williams’ suggestion, and obtained 
the money on them for the payment of the 
taxes. The check was signed by Gormley 
and David G. Rush, he said, and he gave the 
money to Wiliams on April 18, 1902? Mallon 
also explained how he had made false entries 
on the books, at Williams’ direction, to show 
enough cash on hand to pay the taxes, and at 
the same time balance the books of the asso- 
ciation. It was Williams, Mallon said, who 
gave him the bogus tax receipt to file away. 

Was that receipt ever out of your hands 
after that time? asked Assistant State's At- 
torney Barnes. 

“Yes, it was taken away by Williams 
once, said Mallon, and when he returned 
it he said he had taken it out to get another 
stamp put on it, showing that the property 
had been sold once for taxes.“ 

Mallon testified that he did not believe 
Gormley knew anything about the erasures 
on the association’s books.

Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 17.—[Special.]—An 
earthquake shook the state of Utah shortly 
after noon today, doing damage all over the 
state. The shocks were comparatively light 
in Sait Lake, but in the southern part of 
the state buildings were ruined and other 
serious damage done. 

In St. George, a place of 3,000 population 
in the southwestern part of the state, nine 
distinct shocks were felt, beginning at 12:47 
o'clock and lasting until 1:30. The school 
building was shaken so violently that the 
ceilings were shattered. The falling plaster 
caused a panic and the children rushed from 
the building, the teachers losing all control. 


Mormon Tower Ruined. 


The tower of the Mormon temple at St. 
George oscillated ten inches at its top, and 
the spire of the tabernacle was shaken out of 
perpendicular. 

In Pine Valley a spring near the center of 
the town which always furnished a steady 
supply of clear cold water spouted up like a 
First it rose only a dozen feet in the 
air. Then came another shock, and a hiss- 
ing, steaming column of water rose to a 
height of fully one hundred feet. After the 
shocks subsided the flow remained strong, 
although there was no more spouting. 

In Salt Lake the shocks were felt on the 
upper floors of the high buildings. In the 
office of the United States weather bureau on 
the top floor of the Dooly block, the clock 
was stopped by the shock. 


Stromboli Again Active.

The adjacent villages, the rich 
coffee plantations, with over $300,000 worth 
ef coffee stored in bags, and hundreds of 
lives were lost.

ORAN, Algeria, Nov. 17.—There was a 
shock of earthquake here at 9:30 o’clock this 
evening. The disturbance, which lasted six 
seconds and was accompanied by loud rum- 
blings, caused a panic among the inhabi- 
tants.

concerned. 

Banker’s Opinion of Cannon. 

Speaking of Mr. Cannon, a banker heresaid 
thie afternoon:

As chairman of the appropriations 
committee he has certainly saved the country 
a world of money. He ie absolutely honest, 
though headstrong.

Such 
a small deviation from a fixed policy of 
economy is doubtless an excusable lapse, be- 
ing based upon the particular claims which 
a constituency exacts.’’

With the declaration of 10 per cent divi- 
dend today on the capital stock of the Stand- 
ard Oil company there is presented a forci- 
ble reason why that particular group of men 
known as the Standard Oil crowd should 
wield such an influence because of their 
wealth. Today’s declaration of 10 per cent 
makes the total dividend rate for the year 
45 per cent. The capital stock outstanding 
is $97,500,000, 45 per cent on this is equivalent 
to $48,875,000. 

Just how much of the stock of the 
is owned by the Rockefeller group is not 
known, but a reasonable estimate is 90 per 
cent. This means a revenue from one com- 
pany alone of $89,487,500. With these figures 
it cannot be wondered that the wealth of 
the people in the National City bank isin the 
ordinary course inexhaustible. The Standard 
Oil, while the best of their properties, is only 
one. 


Problem in Wage Increases.

the first magnitude here says the roads can 
afford to pay the increase. He represents 
one of the wealthy systems, By saying his 


company could afford to pay the advance he 


meant that freight rates would not be in- 
creased, but the extra charge would go into 
operating „ with a conpequent re- 
duction of surplus. | 

That may be his opinion now, but when 
times change and equipment is not over- 
taxed there will stand a raise in wages with 
reduced earning power. It isn’t doubted, 
therefore, that when it comes to seriously 
cutting into surplus rather than increasing ; 
freight rates the latter will go up. Inci- 
dentally in corroboration of this an execu- 
tive official of the Pennsylvania railroad is 
quoted today as saying: 

We have advanced the wages of our em- 
ployés and it ie only fair that the public 
should contribute toward it, and this can be 
done by increasing the freight rate. Take, 
for instance, iron and steel products, upon 
which the freights are enormous. These 
would readily bear an increase of 40 cents. 
per ton in freight rates, which under present 
conditions would probably cali forth not 
even a protest from the manufacturers.“ 


May Move Up Grain Rates. 


An underlying question is whether in the 
end there may not be an advance in grain 
rates. It is this possibility which is sug- 
gestive. A material increase for grain must 
in the end work against the wealth of the 
farmer. The country has in grain an ex- 
portable surplus and it must be disposed of 
at a price at which the foreigners will buy. 
If in the end the increase in rates goes back 
to the farmer it will by so much lower the 
value of his land. This may seem a little 
far fetched at the present time, but it isn’t 
the present condition of traffic which is to be 
considered. It is what will happen when 
freights fall off and wages still stand up. 


Easy Money Not Yet in Sight. 

Saturdey’s bank statement showing a de- 
crease of about $5,000,000 in loans is stin 
taken to mean the calling from New York of 
funds loaned here by outside banks. The 
whole movement showe strengthened bank 
reserves, and while this process is on does not 
point to easy money. With the shocks of 
the last two months and with commission 
houses dealing in securfties raising their mar- 
gins and charging higher interest rates there 
of necessity will follow curtailment of apecu- 
lative business. At the same time trust com- 
panies are having their deposits drawn down 
through these operations. Money today 
loaned at 6 per cent for sixty days. and com- 
mercial paper went at 5% per cent.

But the banks 
are much stronger than they were, wild spec- 
ulation hae been curbed, unruly bulls have 
been tamed, and the market appears much 
more safe though less interesting.

of newspapers published within a short dis- 
tance of the president’s camp. One of the 
publications near the scene of the hunt ad- 
vises its readers that any man wotld have 
the right to shoot down a negro guard who 
would try to bar his progress in what is 
termed a free country.“ 

So far there has been only one disturbance 
between whites and blacks. A son of a 
prominent Mississippi planter was hunting 
with his own set of dogs and was accosted 
by the colored guards stationed outside the 
Roosevelt camp. The guard commanded the 
hunter to halt. The reply was a shot from 
the white man, but the retreat of the guard 
put a stop to further trouble. 

The feeling of the planters and farmers in 
the neighborhood of the Roosevelt camp 
is intense against the policy of the committee 
on arrangement placing negro guards to 
picket the camp of the president against 
intrusion. An effort was made to get white 
men to servé as guards to the president, but 
it was not successful.

OFFER IS GOOD TO 1904 


Announcement Made at Dinner 
in Auditorium Hotel and 
Accepted.”

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An offer of $50,000 for Chicago city mission 
work was made to the Congregational club 
last night by Dr. D. K. Pearsons, the condi- 
tion of the gift being that the society should 
raise $100,000 additional. By a unanimous 
vote the condition was agreed to by the club. 
Dr. Pearsons said that the offer would stand 
until Jan. 1, 1904, but added that the amount 
should be raised by the first day of the com- 
ing year.

subject of the addresses. This year is the 
twentieth anniversary of the organization. 
In that time sixty-nine churches have been 
formed and seventy Sunday schools, The 
total cost of edifices for these new churches 
is $1,420,080. More than 15,000 children are in 
attendante at the Sunday schools. 


Announced by Prof. Curtiss. 

Prof. Samuel Ives Curtiss of the Chicago 
Theological seminary addressed the club on 
the needs of the society at the present time 
and of the necessity of a permanent endow- 
ment. The subject of his address was A 
Forward Movement.“ He said in part: 

“The time is ripe. for a forward move- 
ment. Our churches should give more each 
year for the regular work of the society, and 
they shauld raise at an early day an endow- 
ment fund of at least $250,000. The method 
for raising such funds should include be- 
quests in wills. A beginning has been made 
in this direction.

Tt also fired a torpedo, which struck an 

imaginary ship square amidships. It was 

officially designated as a three hour sub- 

merged trial, and the boat and crew went 
through it with flying calors. 

The crew gave a demonstration of excel- 


lent training, for when the Adder touched 


the bottom while going at seven knots speed 
there was no confusion whatever. One of 


the amidship tanks was quickly blown out 


and two men were ordered aft. The boat 
responded immediately. Its bow rose and 
the vessel shot to the surface in a few 
seconds. It remained up only two minutes, 


then, diving again with its tank refilled, it 
continued the trial. 


The discipline of the crew was splendid,” 
said Naval Constructor J. J. Woodward, who 
had been down in the boat. “It was the 
longest trip that has ever been made under 
water in this country. The air during the 
run Was all that could be desired. It might 


“have been what you would call ‘ stuffy’ in 


the last haif hour, but no worse than the 
sir in any room with the door shut for the 
game length of time.“ 

The submerged trial today began at 2:39 
p. m., when the boat had reached clear water 
midway between New Suffolk and Cow Neck. 
Fifteen minutes after sinking below the sur- 
face, and after rising twice for observation, 


not more than forty seconds each time, the 


Adder’s bow shot to the surface like the 


nose of a whale and the torpedo was dis- 


charged straight at the target. Had the 
target been a ship it would have been struck 
fairly amidships in the wake of the engine- 
room. The torpedo, after it had traveled 
about a quarter of a mile, was picked up by 


_ the tender Kelpie and towed in. 


The Adder dived again and continued on its 
course, remaining under water for two hours 
and five minutes. In this time it traveled 
fifteen miles, including six turns, Capt. 
Cable handling the boat by means of the 
periscope and the compass. After taking 
a brief observation the boat continued under 
water until the end of the three hours. The 
speed for the first two hours was 7.1 knots.

Mr. Curtis admitted he was surprised at 
the showing made by the opposition at last 
Friday's caucus, but he was dying hard. He 
led Mr. Sherman to the crest of the political 
hill and pointed to the vast area of chairman- 
ships and offices spread out on all sides. All 
these were promised to be Mr. Sherman's in 
return for support of Curtis in his ambition. 


Threat to Use Patronage.

BOTH SAY WAR IS OVER. 


Public Reception to Be Given 
This Afternoon in G. A. 
R. Memorial Hall. 


Two slender, erect men of medium height, 
who for months past have represented the 
military and civil branches of the United 
States government in the Philippine islands, 
arrived in Chicago at 8:45 yesterday morn- 
ing. One of them was Maj. Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee, who led the Americans in the inter- 
national army against Pekin, and who has 
brought order out of chaos in the Philippine 

@slands. The other was Vice Gov. Luke 
E. Wright, who, representing the civil branch 
of government, has worked at Chaffee’s elbow 
in the effort to restore peace to the islands. 

These same two men fought against each 
other in the civil war. They were received 
at the Northwestern station by a committee 
from the. Union League ciub, composed of 
Alexander A. McCormick, Seymour Coman, 
J. G. Steever, F. W. Upham, W. H. Wilson, 
E. C. Potter, George Birkhoff Jr., Frederick 
Greeley, and W. J. Littlejohn. 

Arrive in a Special Car. 

The party, which arrived in a special car 
attached to the Overland Hmited, inciuded, in 
addition to Gen. and Mrs. Chaffee and Gov. 
and Mrs. Wright, William H. Harper of Chi- 
cago, Lieut. Roy B. Harper, aid to Gen. Chaf- 
fee; Capt. J. R. Lindsay, Major Surgeon 
Phillips, wife, and child; Dr. and Mrs. F. J. 
Robeson, and Miss Hagel Harper. 

The train was an hour late, having made 
the run slowly because of the continued ill - 
nese of Mrs. Chaffee, as the result of a 
severe sickness while en route ffom the 
Philippines. Mrs. Chaffee was assisted from 
the car ard placed im a wheel chair, and 
the entire party, le@by Mr. M made 
its way to carriages in waiting to drive 
the guests to the Auditorium Annex. 

At the Annex the party had luncheon with 
William H. Harper, after which prepara- 
tions were made for a trip to the stockyards.

Nei- 
ther has much faith in the rumors regarding 
the doings of the sultan of Jobo. 

“ Crueities were not generally practiced 
by the soldiers in the Philippines, as the few 
conspicuous instances which have been 
brought to light would lead the public to 
believe,” said Gov. Wright. “ The behavior

USES BURGLAR’S TOOLS 
| ON A WINDOW IN JAIL. 


George Dolle Caught Separating the 
Bars—Mystery Where He Obtained 


the Complete Set of Implements. 


Ap attempt of George Dolle to break jail 
by using a burglar’s separator on the 
window bars was frustrated by Jaller Whit- 
man 

Dolle’s excited manner hed aroused the 
suspicions of the guards, and it was figured 
that he would try to get out at a window 
on Illinois street, as he cleaned the corridor 
on that side and so had access to the window. 

Jailer Whitman was watching on the out- 
side late Sunday night when Dolle began to 
work.

DELEGATION OF BRITISH UNION 
MEN ARRIVES TODAY. 


~ 


Party Made Up of Représentatives of 
Principal Organizations of Work- 
ere in England—Expenses of Jour- 
mney Paid by a Philanthropist and 
Purpose Is to Study Methods of Pro- 
auction with Reference to Ameri- 
ean Industrial Invasion of Europe. 


The industrial conditions prevailing in Chi- 
cago will be given a three days’ investigation 
by a delegation of twenty-three English labor. 
men, who will arrive this morning. 8 

The party is made up of representatives of 
each of the principal labor organizations in 
England, and their tour has been arranged 
by Alfred Mosely, an English philanthropist. 
The investigation is purely educational and 
sociological in its purposes, and has been 
brought about in a large measure by the in- 
vasion of American manufacturers in the 
European field. 

The conditions of labor on both sidesof the 
Atlantic have been compared a great deal 
recently, but most of the n have 
been disputed as being unfair. Mr. Mosely 
believed that a great deal of good would 
come of an actual knowledge of affairs in 
the United States obtained at first hand. 
He accordingly agreed to pay the expenses 
of the delegates, and they arrived in New 
York over a week ago, since when they have 
visited several eastern cities, including New

Will Arrive This Morning. 


The party will reach Chicago from Cleve- 
land at 7 o'clock this morning, and will be 
met at the train by a committee from the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, consisting of 
former President James H. Bowman, Wal- 
ter Carmody, John Daly, W. F. Melican, and 
Peter Dienhart.

COL. GARDNER BANQUET GUEST. 


Holland Society of Chic go Dines with 
the Colonel at Kinsley’s and 
Hears of Filipinos. 


Col, Cornelius Gardner of the Thirtieth in- 
fantry, U. S. A., which went from Chicago 
to the Philippine islands three years ago, was 
the guest of honor at a banquet given by the 
Holland Society of Chicago at Kingley’s last 
evening. After a succeseful campaign in the 
province of Tobayas, which ended with the 
pacification of its people, Col: Gardner was 
made governor of that province, and held 
the position until the expiration of his term 
of two years. 

After a brief review of the history of the 
Filipinos under Spanish rule and of the war 
againet the ineurgents Col. Gardner spoke of 
the present conditions and the prospects of 
the people. 

There seems to be an impression among 
Americans,“ he said, that the Filipinosare 
am altogether uncivilized people. That idea 
is far from the truth. There are many well 
educated people among the Filipinos, and 
even the poorer classes do not neglect to 
send their children to school. 

“The commission sent to the islands by 
the United States government has done a 
great deal of good, and enjoys the respect of 
all the people over there. Judge Taft has 
succeeded in winning the confidence and love 
of the natives, andis by them considered their 
stanchest friend. The Filipinos are good and 

loyal people, and soon learn to love men who 
treat them in a spirit of friendship. When my 
term approached its end I received many let- 
ters from prominent Fillpinos in Tobayas 
urging me to accept a second term. The re- 
lations between the inhabitants of the prov- 
ince and myself werethoroughly friendly and 
based upon mutual confidence and good will.

PROHIBITION IN VERMONT. 

After giving prohibition a trial for fifty 
years the majority of the people of Ver- 
mont at the recent state election expressed 
their desire for a change to some form of 
local option and high license by electing a 
legislature pledged to some measure of re- 
form. It has taken the people of that state 
a long time to discover that the law in force 
has not been generally enforced and that 
prohibition does not prohibit, but Vermont- 
ers, like the people of Maine, are slow to 
move. Once they do move, however, they 
do not go back, so there is every prospect 
that prohibitory laws will be on the way 
of removal from the statute books for good 
before the close of the present legislative 

The fight will be a long one, not on the 
question of prohibition as against nonprohi- 
bition, for it generally is conceded that abso- 
Jute prohibition will have to go, but because 
it will be difficult for members to agree upon 
a license law. Five bills already have been 
offered, ranging from straight high license 
to a modified form of prohibition. The II- 
linois, the Massachusetts, the South Caro- 


‘lina, and other systems are represented in 


these bills, with the prospect that either the 
bill modeled upon the Massachusetts sys- 
tem or what is known as the Ross bill, which 
provides for prohibition, with some of its 
most objectionable features eradicated, will 
get through. Should the latter succeed and

It bas taken the people of Vermont a 
good while to discover that prohibition is a 
failure. Once they have adopted some rea- 
sonable form of license they will be surprised 
that they did not adopt it sooner, 
‘ COOK COUNTY HAS GOT ITS “MAN.” 

The demand for a Cook county man 
for senator is manufactured and spurious. 
it does not come from the voters of the coun- 
ty. They are not clamoring for one of their 
number to represent them in the United 
States senate. The demand originates with 
some person who has persuaded himself that 
a “Cook county man” ought to be put in 
the senate, provided he is the man. This 
mysterious and imperative “ man,” who- 
ever he is, has seized upon the pretext that 
Cook county should be represented by one 
of its own citizens to awaken the miserable 
spirit of “locality” and set the Chicago 
public to looking for the eminent citizen 
on whose election it should insist. 

As nearly as can be ascertained Cook 
county is not aggrieved or sulking because 
the republican senatorial candidate does not 
live within its limits. It is the natural desire 
of the county that the man to be chosen 
senator shall be acquainted with its needs 
and shall be disposed to see that justice is 
done them. It is commonly believed that 
Mr. Hopkins is such a man.“ There has 
been no evidence to the contrary in his long 
congressional career. Legislation for the 
benefit of Chicago has always been under- 
stood and supported by him, Ninety-nine- 
one-hundredths of the republicans in the 
county favor or acquiesce cheerfully in the 
election of Mr. Hopkins. The democratic 
voters of the county would prefer to see a 
man of their own political faith elected, no 
matter whence he comes. Asa republican 
is to be chosen they have no fault to find 
with the selection of Mr. Hopkins. 

The wretched sliriek of “ locality,” which 
has often occasioned bitter feeling and led 
to disastrous results, is heard again in IIli- 
nois. For whom are the shriekers ” lifting, 
up their voices? Who is the illustrious and 
honored citizen of Cook county in whose 
behalf the- demand for “a Cook county 
man is advanced? The public would like to 
know who the “man” is before admitting 
that it cannot be comforted if he is not elect- 
ed. This is not an abstract proposition. 
There is some concrete scheme behind it. 
For whom is Cook county prepared to wear 
sackcloth and ashes if he is not elected? 

The claim of Chicago to one senator all 
the time, regardless of merit, is not right- 
eous. It-cannot be clearly established on 
any principle of equity or justice. If such 
a claim is insisted upon it must result in the 
breaking down of party discipline and ulti- 
mately in the disruption of the republican 
party in the state. There is no reason why 
the country republicans should admit the 
right of Cook county republicans to send 
one of their own men to the United States 
senate unless he manifestly is worthier of 
tors. If an 
unconditional right be admitted it follows 
that Cook must have the senator, even if it 


such a man, it is not disposed to have him 
elected to the senate. | 

The fact should never be lost sight of that 
Cook county has not yet half the population 
of the state. A*claim that about one-third 
of the population shall have one of the sena- 
tors all the time cannot be justified in any 
court of logic, mathematics, morals, or good 
politics. The people who are shrieking con- 
stantly for a Cook county man will have 
difficulty in sustaining in any forum the 
contention that one-third of the population 
must always be represented by one senator, 
or, in other words, has the right to half 
the total representation in the United States 
senate. How can it be true that one-third 
of the population is entitled to one-half of the 
representation? 

These preposterous, indefensible, arbitra- 
ry claims on behalf of Cook county excite— 
and with good cause—ill will and hos- 
tility among the country people. They 
have reason to resent so unjustifiable 
a claim. The demand that Cook coun- 
ty shall always have a senator eannot 
prevail} through an appeal to reason. 
It can be successful only by a resort to brute 
force—by asserting that the influence of the 
county is so great, both in state conventions 
and in the legislature, owing to the fact that 
its large delegations can be swung as a unit 
in one direction or the other, that its claims 
must be conceded, even though not root- 
ed in right or justice. | 

Brute force can be appealed to in support 
of a future claim. We have heard it asserted 
on high authority that in due time Cook 
county will ‘seize the other senatorship on 
the ground that Mr. Hopkins is not a 
Cook county man”; that he must be con- 
sidered as the representative of the country, 
and that the voracious demands of Cook 
for a senator will not be satisfied in his elec- 
tion. If the opinion once becomes prevalent 


be long before Cook county is de- 
ni t it may justly ask for, either in 
| the way’of legislation or of representation 
in egislative bodies at Springfield; and 
in that event Cook county will only get what 
it well deserves. 
Mr. Hopkins was recommended for elec- 
tion as senator by Cook county men. Cook 
county now has no reason to complain if his 
election shall be regarded by the country as 
| satisfying the demands of Cook county for 
representation in the senate.

It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
boys the world over will regret the death of 
George Alfred Henty, whose books for years 
have been their delight.

He was of English 
birth and was educated at Cambridge. He 


served actively in the Orimean war for a 
time, but finally was invalided home. A 
few years afterward, in the capacity of a 
correspondent, he was in the field in the 
Austro-Italian, the Franco-German, and the 
Turco-Servian wars, and was with the 
Abyssinian and Ashanti expeditions, as well 
as with Garibaldi in Italy.

There is no truth whatsoever in the story 
published far and wide of the engagement 
of Princess Xenia of Montenegro to the di- 
vorced grand duke of Hesse. The report 
seems to have originated in the fact that 
‘the princess has lately been making a pro- 
longed stay at Darmstadt with her sister. 
who is married to Prince Francis Joseph 
of Battenberg, who makes his home in the 
capital of the grand duke of Hesse.

Of all the foreign diplomats stationed at 
Washington there is not one whose social 
rank is so high, from a Buropean point of 
view, as that of the German chargé d'affaires, 
Count Quadt, who, at the end of the month, 
will turn over the direction of the affairs of 
the kaiser s embassy at Washington to Am- 
bassador von Holleben, who sails today for 
New York on the completion of his leave of 
absence, which he has spent in Germany. 

The count belongs not to the ordinary no- 
bility, who figure in part IIL of the Almanach 
de Gotha, and which includes the Bismarcks, 
the Colonnas, the Battenburgs, the princes 
of Pless and of Hatzfeldt, and the various 
English dukes, but will be found in part II. 
of the almanach, among the so-called media- 
tized houses of the old world, which exercised 


at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 


sovereign houses, since their members have 
the right to marry on a footing of equality 
now into the actually reigning families of 
Europe. 


Thus, for instance, when Archduke Fred- 
erick of Austria married Princess Isabel Croy 
she became ipso facto an archduchess and an 
imperial highness, because being by birth 

a member of a mediatized house, she was 
able to marry a prince of the reigning family 
of Austria-Hungary on a footing of equality. 
But when the Austrian heir apparent, Arch- 
duke Ferdinand, married Princess Hohen- 
berg, he could only wed her morganatically, 
and she has not been able to share ‘his im- 


Albert Quadt, the German chargé d' affaires, 
belongs is Prince Bertram de Quadt-Wik- 
radt-Ysny, who is able to trace his ancestry 
back in an unbroken male line to Pierre de 
Quade, who lived in the year 1256. Hailing 
originally from the Netherlands and from the 
Rhineland, the Quadts are now Bavarians, 
and make their home in the dominions of the 
insane King Otto. Count Albert Quadt was 
born in Italy, and is married to an Italian 
woman, whose father was formerly Italian 
envoy at Pekin. The count is about 40 years 
of age, and in addition to his German honors 
is a chamberlain of the pope. 

Emperor Francis Joseph's civil list has 
just been increased by 2,000,000 crowns, and 
the discussion in connection with the affair 
has led to a review of the incomes which 


‘| the various members of the reigning family 


of Austria-Hungary receive from the state. 
From this it would appear that each arch- 
duke of the imperial family is entitled to an 
income of $25,000 a year from the civil list. 
This annuity begins from the moment of his 
birth, and he receives it, no matter what his 


age. 

At the time when this arrangement was 
made between the imperial family and the 
national treasuries of Austrfa-Hungary 
there were but thirty-two archdukes. To- 
day there are no less than forty-three, and 
the consequence is that an increase in the 
civil Ust has become imperative. Let me 
add that each male scion of the reigning 
house of Austria—that is to say, each prince 
of the blood in Austria-Hungary—is an arch- 
duke, while their daughters are  arch- 
@uchesses. Archduke was a borne 
during the middie ages by the rulers of 
Austria, Lorraine, and Brabant. All these 
archduchies having devolved, at any rate 
titularly, to the imperial house of Haps- 


burg, the full members of the latter 
style themselves archdukes and arch- 
duchesses. 


Of course I do not mean by this that the 
various archdukes have no other means 
than the $25,000 a year which they receive 
from the civil list. On the contrary, most 
of them have private fortunes besides, as 
well as allowances from the private estates 
of the house of Hapsburg, at the head of 
which is Emperor Francis Joseph. Indeed, 
Archduke Frederick is perhaps the wealthiest 
prince of the bleod in all Europe, owning 
mines, manufactories, railroads, and every- 
thing else that one can think of. 


— 
Lord Curzon, in a private letter, which 
I have recently seen, disposes of the report 
which has been published to the effect that 
he is coming home from India next year, 
surrendering the viceroyalty of India, which 
he has now held for a little over four years, 
He speaks in the letter of only returning 
to England “in a few years" time,“ and 
adds that many of the works inaugurated 
under his personal supervision being still 
incomplete,” he would regard it as “an 
abnegation of duty to quit India until they 
are fully accomplished and fully set going.” 
„ Barring contingencies "’—that is to say, 
the health of his wife and of himself—he 
will remain out in India for several years 
longer. on to the end.” aes 
Incidentally, it mag be stated that the be- 
lief which prevails that five years is the 
limit of the term of the viceroyalty of India 
is altogether erroneous. In fact the vice- 


cabinet, which has nominated the governor 
general, remains in office. While, however, 
as a man remains viceroy of India he is 
debarred from coming home to England on 
leave. In fact, he is obliged to stick to his 
post, and were his presence absolutely needed 
in England, it would necessitate the enact- 
ment of special legislation at Westminster 
in order to allow him to return to England 
without forfeiting his office. . 


— 

It is a pity that the same rule could not 
be applied with regard to Ireland. For in 
that event one would have been 
the spectacle presented by Lord Cadogan, 
who, during his long tenure of the viceroyal- 
ty of Ireland, spent the greater portion of 
the year away from Erin, either in Eng- 
land or in Scotland, thus giving but a sorry 
example to those landlords in Ireland whose 
absenteeism has been one of the greatest 
curses of the emerald isle in an economic 
as well as in a political sense. For they 
spem all the money that they could draw 
from their Irish estates, not in Ireland but 
in England or elsewhere, just in the same 
way as Lord Cadogan did with the salary 
of $100,000 a year which he received as vice- 
roy of Ireland. |

The Magic Barrel.—Iil. 

As I wrote in my first paper, it is foolish to 
pay money for machine made furniture 
when, with a barrel and a saw, hammer and 
handful of nails, it is possible to have the 
loveliest hand made furniture, possessing an 
individuality that the stuff in the shops ut- 
terly lacks. 

One of the loveliest 
things to make out of 
@ barrel is a téte-a- 
téte. You will need 
two barrels for this. 
Get two barrels of 
flour, discard the 
flour, and saw and , 
fasten the barrels as 
shown in the illustra- 
tion. The seats may 
be of embossed Spanish leather, and, if de- 
sired, the entire piece may be covered with 
it, although I Uke, when possible, to have 
the X marks on the barrel show, as it gives 
it an air of exclusiveness. 

The rockers on the téte-&-téte are a little 
idea of my own. It is quite original, I think. 
These can be made of two staves. 

When baby comes, as baby sometimes 
does, a perfectly sweet cradle can be made 

rel. 


The barrel should 
be sawed in halves, 
and the edges bound 
with a strip of ma- 
hogany, or other pret- 
ty wood. No rockers 
are needed (that is 
one of the cute things 
about this cradle), but 
pegs can be fastened on the under side to 
prevent the cradle from rocking too far 
either way. 

After the staves are removed from the 
other half of the barrel, and netting spread 
across the hoops, it makes an ideal cradle 
lid in fly time. 

Do not throw away the staves of the top 
half. These can be used for a variety of use- 
ful and ornamental things.

Damp weather 
has heretofore prevented its being moved, 
but with the lower temperatutes which are 
coming and the dry weather which will 
doubtless follow, the movement will be free. 
The quality is fine. All the corn requires is 
dry winds to put it in condition. The mild 
weather is making fine pasturage, and farm- 
ers are in fine financial condition. I do not 
believe corn is going to sell at any extremely 
low price, becauses there is a good consump- 
tive demand and it is more than likely to 
keep up. The car shortage is not now a 
factor in the movement of the crop because 
the weather is so bad it could not go forward 
anyway. Should it turn fine and dry, how- 
ever, there may not be cars enough.“ 

December corn yesterday made a new 
record, selling at 580, or 1. above the high 
point of the October bulge when Armour 
satisfied his shorts by unloading several 
miliion bushels. Trade was of no such 
volume yesterday as on the earlier advance, 
but the short interest must still be consider- 
able and the situation is still more discourag- 
ing to the shorts.

GRAIN CONDITIONS IN EUROPE. 


Agricultural Department Gives Out Of- 
ficial Statement of Yield in Va- 
rious Countries. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 17.—The de- 
partment of agriculture received the follow- 
ing from its statistical agent at London, un- 
der date of Nov. 4: 

“ Owing to the unusual lateness of the 
harvest throughout a large part of Europe 
and partly also to unfavorable weather for 
field work, the autumn sowings have been 
much delayed in a number of countries.“ 

That Russia has a record cereal crop this 
year is indicated by both the semi-official 
estimate published a month ago and the 
more recent estimate of the Russian minis- 
ter of agriculture, the latter showing a total 
wheat crop of 401,081,889 bu of sixty 
pounds each in European Russian. The total 
area under wheat in Germany is 4,725,429 
acres and under rye, 15,206,501 acres. 

The total cereal production in 1902 in Hun- 
gary, including Croatia-Slavonia, is: Wheat, 
181,289,749 bu; rye, 57,998,360 bu; barley, 63,- 
886,104 bu; oats, 88,980,870 bu. All these fig- 
ures are largely in excess of last year’s pro- 
duction. 

In France rye is the only cereal crop that 
falis below the crop of 1901. The estimate of 
the Dtalian wheat crop is 131101,740 bu, 
a reduction of 16 per cent from 1901. :

MONEY NOW COMING: BACK 


GHICAGO HAS SET IN. 


Some of the Local Banks Estimate the 


Receipts at Present at About 75 Per 


Cent in Excess of the Shipment - 


Plan to Reduce the Capital ot the 
American Malting Company Under 
Consideration — General Financial 


The return flow of currency from the west 

to Chicago seems finally to havesetin. At 
some of the local banks doing a large coun- 
try business it is said that considerable 
amounts of money are now being received, 
the daily receipts showing a steady increase. 
At the same time shipments of currency are 
naturally falling off. There te no reason to 
believe that the shipment season is over as 
yét, but it is estimated that the amount now 
going out ie not much, if any, in excese of 
25 per cent of that which is coming in. 

This return flow of money has not yet been 
jn progress long enough to have impor- 
tant effect on country 3 Roan al- 
though the tendency of those balances ie to 


‘pile up. Much of the money that is now 


coming in is made to apply on loans made 
earlier im the season. Many of the small 
western banks drew down their balances to 
a pretty low point some time ago, and, the 
demand for money on the part of their cus- 
tomers continuing, they were compelled to 
borrow considtrabie amountsin Chicago and 
other financial centers, These loans are now 
being paid off as rapidly as possible. 

So far as the loca] banks are concerned, all 
the signs point to a steady strengthening of 
their position. To the extent that there is 
now an ample supply of money at 
rates, the money market may be said to be 
easier, but that is about as far as it goes. 
The 6 per cent rate continues to be held 
firmly, and, as has been the cage all along, 
the banks are holding out no enco 
of a materia] reduction from that co otha 
fore the firet of the year, and possibly not 
then. Some bankers say it is quite likely 
that current rates for money will hold until 
well inte February at least, 


Time Money Rate Is Firm. 


Generally speaking, conditions in New York 
geem to be much the same as they are here. 
Call money lately has been a shade easier 
in the east, but that, doubtless, has been due 
in a large measure to the fact that there 
has been a much Hghter demand. Time 
money holds as firmly as ever. As a matter 
of fact, some of the brokers’ dispatches yes- 
terday stated that loans were now being 
made at 6 per cent and a commission of 1 
per cerit, making a 7 per cent rate to the 
borrower. 

The New York bank statement of last 


Saturday showed the total surplus reserve 
of the clearing house banks of that city

Those having 
the matter in charge say that no particular 
figures as to what each stockholder will 
receive in connection with.the exchange of 
securities have yet been arrived at. 

The American Malting company has an 
authorized capital of $15,000,000 common and 
$15,000,000 preferred stock, of which there 
are $14,500,000 and $14,440,000 respectively 
outstanding. Besides this the company has 
an authorized issue of bonds amounting to 
$5,000,000. It is generally admitted that the 
concern ts greatly overcapitalized so far as 
the stock is concerned. 


The annual report of the company, pub- | 


lished a few days ago, showed a net surplus, 
after fixed charges, of $323,754, which is less 
than 2% per cent on the preferred stock 
alone. This is nominally a 7 per cent stock, 
but it has paid no dividends whatever since 
October, 1899. Earnings last year were be-

Some of the Chicago brokerage houses 
have been fairly good buyers of the new 
Rock Island securities lately.

Borboard Bond Deal. 


Chicago interests connected with the 
United Boxboard and Paper company pro- 
fessed yesterday to be in the dark as to the 
allotment of the $2,000,000 of bonds for which 
subscriptions were supposed to have closed 
last Saturday. Meantime the stock of that 
company, which only a time ago was 
one of the most active things in the local 
market, is being almost entirely neglected. 
The only sale reported yesterday was 10 
shares of the preferred at 58%, a quotation 
which, considering the small amount of 
stock handled, is of no importance as a 
gauge of the actual condition of the market. 

The lack of interest in Boxboard stock does 
not seem to be due to any lack of faith in 
the Boxboard proposition itself, but rather to 
the uncertainty in regard to the plans for 
financing the property. Owing to the sev- 
eral changes in the'plan for raising working 
capital, few traders seem to have any definite 
idea of just what is being done, and the dis- 
position now is to wait for further develop- 
ments. There is some dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed over the manner of floating the bond 
issue. In the first place, it is claimed the 
terms to the subscribers were altogether too 
liberal. Secondly, the opportunity to take 
advantage of these terms seems to have 
been offered only to a few of the insiders; 
and, thirdly, under these terms the com- 
pany, instead of saving the difference be- 
tween the 7 per'cent dividend on the pre- 
ferred and the 5 per cent interest rate on the 
bonds, actually is compelled to pay. one-half 
of 1 per cent more for the money it receives 
than is called for by the dividend rate on the 
preferred stock. 

Subscribers to the $2,000,000 of bonds re- 
\celve as bonus 25 shares of the preferred 
stock and 75 shares of the common. The 
cash paid in is 90 per cent of the face value 
of the bonds. The Boxboard company, heres 
fore, on every block of $10,000 of the bonds 
ig compelled to pay 5 per cent interest, equal 
to $500 a year, while the preferred stock is 
entitled to 7 per cent dividends, equal to 
$175 on 25 shares, or a total of $676. This 
amount of interest and dividends is equal.to 
just 7% per cent on the $9,000 which the 
company receives for the bonds sold.

general sentiment in the financial district is 
that, for a considerable time at least, the 
stock market ought to do better. The basis 
of the feeling is the conviction that, while 
much of the recent liquidation was legiti- 
mately caused by the withdrawal of credit 
from speculators by money lending institu- 
tions, a large share of it was due to fright- 
ened selling caused by rumors of * 
ing disasters. 

Some of these rumors had perhaps some 
email foundation; most of them were base- 
less and are now known to be such. In addi- 
tion to this, a short interest in the market 
has been built up of large proportions. Much 
pf this short selling has been of a weak 
and miscellaneous sort by the room trading 
element, and many who haye excellent 
gources of information assert that during 
the scare commission houses and brokers 
generally made short sales against their cus- 
tomers’ stocks to an extent seldom witnessed 
before in the history of the street. 

The practice is not usually one that is 
talked of much. It is defended as being the 
only means. sometimes, by which those who 
are carrying stocks for other people can 

t themselves against sudden declines 
in the market. Such a course was excusable, 
if it ever was, on Thursday and Friday last. 
Naturally, the short interest created im all 
these ways is not a staying one. It is more 
than probable that a good deal of the buying 
today represented covering purchases of this 
order and that a good deal more buying of 
like nature will be necessary. 


: 3 The market was hard and firm, thou 


comparatively dull, during the day. The 
strongest security on the list was Manhat- 
tan, which advanced 5% points under large 
buying orders executed by brokers who usu- 
ally act for interests connected with the 
management of the company. Over 451,000 
shares of stock were dealt in. No definite 
explanation of the advance was made, but 
the street was full of the old rumors that

Another strong stock was Reading common, 
whose course seemed to evince manipulation 
for the purpose of short covering.

NEWS OF THE. RAILWAYS. 


LOCOMOTIVE SHORTAGE REAL 
CAUSE OF FREIGHT DELAY. 


Roads Have Not Enough Engines to 
Handle Business — Reports Show 
Shipments Are Not So Large as a 
Year Ago—Lake Shore, Pennsylva- 
mia, and Other Lines Taxing Abili- 
ties of Locomotive Works—Western 
Officiale to Advance Grain Rates. 


Nearly all the roads centering in this city 
complain that they have not enough cars or 
motive power to handle the business offered 
them, and yet the statement of east bound 
shipments from Chicago last week shows 
that the railroads handled less business this 
year than in 1901. The statement of grain 
brought here by the western roads last week 
also shows a falling off from last year. It 18 
further stated that the present merchandise 
movement is not as great as it was a year 
ago. Notwithstanding these facts, the Penn- 
sylvania had to give orders to take no east 
bound grain for a week in order to clear up 
the accumulated freight, and the Lake Shore 
has instructed its freight solicitors to make 
no special efforts to secure new freight for 
the present. 

The alleged shortage of cars therefore is 
not due to an enormous increase in business, 
but is caused, according to good authority, 
by the fact that a large percentage of the 
locomotives of the leading roads have be- 
come disabled through their constant use in 
the last few years of heavy traffic, and that 
new ones have not been added fast enough. 
In consequence, much lighter trainloads have 
to be hauled and the speed of trains is much 
less than it would de if the roads had a suf- 
ficient number of new and loco- 
motives. 


_ Hope to Be Clear by Jan. 1. 
The Lake Shore expects to add seventy new 


and next January. The Pennsylvania has 


from the Mexico National railroad, and is 
adding new ones ae fast as the locomotive 
works can turn them out. By Jan. 1, unless 
there is a bigger boom in business than is 
anticipated, the existing congestion of 
freight in the railroad yards here and else- 
where, it is believed by conservative traffic 
officials, will have been relieved. . 
Western roads as well as eastern blame 
the decrease in grain deliveries here to the 
shortage of cars, but the unfavorable weath- 
er last week and a reduction in farmers’ de- 
liveries were mainly responsible for it. The 
logs was principally in corn and oats, while 
wheat, rye, and barley increased slightly. 
The decrease in corn was a disappointment, 
both to railroad officials and speculators. 
East bound flour shipments. from Chicago 
last week were 70,725 barrels, a decrease of 


rele from last year. Grain shipments were 
1,722,000 bushels, an increase of 300,000 bush- 
els for the week and a decrease of 268,000 

' bushels from last year. Provision shipments 
were 30,514 tons, an increase of 1,484 tons over 
the previous week, but a decrease of 200 tons 
from last year. 

The amdunt of all kinds of grain brought in 
here by the western roads last week was 
4,768,000 bushels, a decrease of 156,000 bueh- 
els from the previous week, but a gain over 
last year of about 9 per cent. At primary 
points receipts of grain were 16 173,000 bush- 
els, a decrease of 10 per cent for the week. 
Wheat receipts decreased 1,195,000 and oats 
ee bushels, while corn increased 7,000 

ushels. 


Advance m Grain Rates. 


Western traffic officials agreed yesterday 
to advance Dec. 15 the rates on wheat and 
corn from points west and southwest from 
the Missouri river to the east and from the 
Missouri river to the gulf 2 cents a hun- 
“dred pounds. The rate on wheat from the 
Missouri to the Mississippi, which has been 
7 cents a hundred pounds, will be 9 cents, 
and the rate on corn will go up from 6 cents 
a hundred pounds to 8cents. This will make 
the rate to Chicago on wheat 14 cents in- 
stead of 12 and on corn 13 cents instead of 
11. The new rates will apply on export 
business only. This is claimed to be merely 
a restoration of rates, a special reduction in 
export rates having been made some time 


ago. 

It is understood that a similar advance in 
east bound rates on grain from Chicago and 
the Mississippi will be made by the eastern 
roads about Dec. 1, 


B. and O. Annual Report. 


The annual meeting of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad company took place yesterday 
in Baltimore, President L. F. Loree presiding. 
The annual report of the company, for the 
fiscal year ended June 80, was submit- 
ted. The operations for the entire system 
as shown by the income account for the year 
are: 

Gross earnings, $51,178,060; increase, $4,- 
063,680. Operating expenses, $32,888,568; in- 
crease, $1,842,333. Net earnings from opera- 
tions, $18,289,497; increase, $2,221,207. Other 
income, $2,290,107; increase, $1,433,314. De- 
ductions from income account interest, rent- 
ale, taxes, etc., $11,558,650; increase $1,822,- 
651. Net income, $9,020,945; increase, $1,- 
831,960. 

The report shows that dividends of 4 per 
cent have been paid on both preferred and 
common stocks. The expenditures for con- 
struction during the year were 85,884,329. 

Great progress is shown in the large works 
undertaken for the reduction of grades and 
elimination of curves. A double track is 
being constructed from Rockwood to Ohio- 
pyle, Pa., a distance of thirty-eight miles, 
which, when completed, will give a double 
track line between Baltimore and Pitts- 


burg. 
The old board of directors was reslected. 


Grand Trunk Gets New Line. 


The Detroit and Toledo Shore Line rail- 
way has been acquired by the Grand Trunk. 
The price paid for it is said to be $1,500,000. 
To cover the extension of its lines into Ohio 
territory the Grand Trunk will issue $2,000,- 
000 in bonds, which will cover the amount 
paid for the Shore Line and leave $500,000 
for ite extension from Trenton to Detroit. 
The Toledo, St. Louls and Western (Clover 
Leaf) is a minority party to the transaction 
and joins with the Grand Trunk in guaran- 
teeing the bond issue of $2,000,000. Through 
passenger trains over the Clover Leaf from 
St. Louis will not stop at Toledo, as at pres- 
ent, but will continue on to Detroit over the 
Shore Line, and the Grand Trunk's south 
and west traffic will be sent via Toledo.

traffic, cannot be considered as having been 
Warranted; and that, therefore, his Britannic 
majesty’s government and the United States 
povernment are responsible under the con- 
vention of the 7th of November, 1800, for 
Josses caused by said military action: while 
reserving for a future decision the question 
as to the extent to which the two govern- 
ments, or each of them, may be considered 
responsible for such losses.”

MENTAL HEALING 


United: States Supreme court 
Overrules Postal Depart- 
ment Order, 


Mere Opinion of Officials That All 


Is Not Right Insufficient | 


to Forbid Mails. 


The postoffice department has no right to 
brand as a fraud or refuse the mails to a 
business simply because the postmaster gen- 
eral and a large proportion of the people do 
not believe in its methods. The fact of the 
fraud must be proven beyond a doubt before 
the postal department can takeaction. Thie 
is the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, delivered today by Justice 
Peckham. 

The ruling, which is important as giving 
recognition to the right to people to follow 


curing disease, was in the case of Prof. Weit- 
mers American School of Magnetic Heal- 


er at the town of Nevada, Mo., 


Lower Court Is Overruled. 


The proceeding grew out of a fraud order 
issued by the postoffice department prohib- 
iting the postmaster from delivering mall 
addressed to the school. The original bill 
asked for an injunction to prohibit the post- 
master from obeying this order. On trial 
in the United States Circuit court for the 
Western district of Missouri the depart- 
ment's order was sustained on a demurrer. 
Today's opinion reversed that judgment, 
but in delivering it Justice Peckham said 
that there was no intention of passing upon 
the various constitutional objections set 
out in the bill, the intention of the court 
being simply to hold that the admitted 
facts show no violation of the statutes cited, 
but an erroneous order given by the post- 
master general to the defendant, which the 
coyrts have the power to grant relief 
against.“ 

The action of the court was accompanied 
with instructions to the lower court to 
„ overrule the defendant's demurrer to the 
amended bill, with leave to answer and to 
grant a temporary injunction as applied for 
by complamants.” 


‘Defendant Must Prove Charge. 


The opinion added“ In overruling the 
dem r. we do not mean to preclude the 
nt from showing on the trial if he 
can that the business of complainants as in 
fact conducted amounts to a violationof the 
statutes.”’ 

Justices White and McKenna did not con- 
cur in the opinion. 

In reviewing the case Justice Peckham 
quoted the plea of the magnetic school that 
one human mind may control another in 
treating disease, and said: 

One person may believe it of greater effi- 
cacy than another, but surely it cannot be 
said that it is a fraud for one person to con- 
tend that the mind has an effect upon the 
body and its physical condition greater than 
even a vast majority of intelligent people 
might be willing to admit or believe. 


Even Intelligent People Differ. 

Even intelligent people may and do differ 
among themselves as to the extent of this 
mental effect. Because the complainants 
might or did claim to be able to effect cures 
by reason of working upon and affecting the 
mental powers of the individual and directing 
them towards the accomplishment of a cure 
of the disease under which he might be 
suffering, who can say that it is a fraud 
or false pretense or promise, within the 
meaning of the.statutes? How can any one 
lay down the limit and gay beyond that there 
are fraud and false pretenses? 

The claim of the ability to cure may be 
vastly greater than most men would be 
ready to admit, and yet those who might 
deny the existence or virtue of the remedy 
would only differ in opinion from those who 
assert it. There is uo exact standard of 
absolute truth by which to prove the asser- 
tion false and a fraud.“ 


Business Done Is Enormous. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 17.— [Special. 
The business done by Prof.. Weltmer at 
Nevada, Mo., before the government inter- 
fered amounted to half a million dollars a 
year and caused the Nevada postoffice to be 
raised from the fourth to the first class. All 
the letters received contained money. Judge 
Phillips made the point that so much mall 
required all the attention of the healers and 
left no time for suggestion and concentration 
of thought on the sufferings of their corre- 
spondents. 

In April, 1901, Weltmer and his partner, 
Joseph H. Kelly, were fined $1,500 for using 
the mails fraudulently. Judge Phillips gave 
them a vigorous lecture at the same time.
